Blough relaxed easily as he dis­ 
cussed issues in the nine-day steel 
strike with a reporter at his cor­ 
poration's plush skyscraper offi­ 
ces in New York’s financial dis­ 
trict. 
“I don't think any one company 
or industry can do this job of 
stemming inflation.” he said. 
He noted that other industries 
have been granting hefty wage 
boosts this year. 
But he voiced a hope that “de­ 
pending upon the outcome of our 
stand” in steel, other employers 
will lend a hand in resisting in­ 
flation. 
Intend To Hold On 
The bargaining stalemate that 
led to the steel strike is rooted in 
the industry’s position that it won’ 


last negotiations—yet is balking at 
anything like that now. 
Blough figures the 1956 con­ 
tract meant an ultimate 81-cent- 
per-hour labor cost increase, or 
a raise of about $1,600 per steel­ 
worker over a three-year period.

WASHINGTON (A P)-The Els 
enhower administration — now 
that Secretary of Labor James P. 
Mitchell has become a one-man 
fact-finder—is directly involved in 
the steel dispute. 
The administration seems still 
undecided whether it will get in 
deeper by making public the facts 
Mitchell finds. This is the latest 
development in one of the strang­ 
est series of events in American 
labor history. 
Just a few hours before Mitchell 
stepped into the picture he was 
reluctant—and this is said on ex­ 
cellent authority — to make any 
move the steel industry or the 
steel union could consider govern­ 
ment intervention. 


Avoiding Procure 
President Eisenhower, anxious 
to have the two sides settle the 
dispute through free 
collective 
bargaining, repeatedly has said he 
wanted to avoid anything which 
looked like government interfer­ 
ence or pressure. 
But his repeated warning to 
both sides to avoid an inflationary 
settlement—gleaning

therefore intervention.

So the strike 
began last Wednesday. 


"Facts Are Known" 
At his June 17 news conference 
—when Eisenhower was asked if 
the government could bring out 
impartial figures on profits and 
wages so the people could under 
stand the issues—Eisenhower said 
this was the most intelligent aug 
gestion he had heard on the sub­ 
ject and he would have it studied. 
In the end he decided against pull­ 
ing the figures together for the 
public to see. 
At his July 15 news conference 
he not only dismissed the idea of 
setting up a fact - finding board 
but said: "I believe all the facts 
are pretty well known.” 
He said all the facts were con­ 
tained in various government re­ 
ig n s and statistics “so the facts 
are there and the public knows 
them, if they want to take the 
trouble to read them.” 
Public Didn't Knew 
But the trouble was the public 
didn’t know all the facts because 
they are scattered throughout the 
government and not brought to- 
ether for comparison. Therefore 
the public isn’t in a position to 
read them. 
As it turned out, Eisenhower 
apparently didn’t know all the 
facts, either, for otherwise Mil 
chell would hardly have thought it 
necessary to announce he would 
become a one-man fact-finder. 
When he makes his investiga 
tion he will report to the Presi 
dent and after that, he said, it 
will be decided whether to make 
his findings public.
